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The Elba Hospital Board was scheduled to open bids 
on the hospital expansion yesterday (Wednesday), Since 
this is being written on Tuesday, I have no idea how 
high the the bids will be but everyone 1s expecting them 
to be high, The thing that alarms me however, is the 
fact that these rooms will not be enough, Elba is 
growing, Medicade begins January Ist and the taxpayers 
will be ten years paying for this expansion, An ideal 
setup would be to start actively working on another 
expansion today (Thursday, July 3rd, 1969), BUT, we 
ain’t got the money, The far sighted hospital board 
has ideas of what to add in the next expansion and 
where to‘add it but I can get no one to even predict 
when it can begin or how it canbe financed, Currently 
the local hospital 1s not operated on a profit basis, It 
is set up to make expenses and with the almost full 
house every week, that is being accomplished, but, no 
profit for what private business calls ‘‘capitalinvest- 
ment,’’ Then if you are in a crowd of three or more 
wen the need for another doctor is mentioned, someone 
will surely say, ‘‘What comes first, the chicken or the 
egg’, which means ‘‘hospital rooms or doctor,” 


Many people are concerned over the nation being 
controlled by the courts, the military, government, 
etc, This concern is not quieted. by law making 
actions of the Supreme Court or by the disclosure 
Tuesday that the Defense Department had spent $400 
million on the Safeguard missiles without authoriza- 
tion from Congress! Congress has not even decided 
to allow the deployment of the Safeguard missiles yet 
the men trusted - note trusted - to defend us and our 
homes have spent $400 million of our money simply 
because they wanted to do it. 


I still disagree with those who want toban the general 
public from owning guns. Some organization pushing 
this sent our office a news release recently, telling 
how many people were killed by guns during the last 
week, This same argument could be used against 
cars - look how many people were killed by cars last 
week - it is a lot more than killed by guns! But 
pYobably the reason you can get people to spend 
money to try to get guns outlawed is that guns are 
really not necessary to the average person in our 
present society, If you tried to start a club to ban 
cars (or drivers) only the nuttlest or nuts would 
pay the bill for that becuase our present society de- 
pends on the car so heavily, much as our forefathers 
depended on guns when they were forming our nation, 


The federal Truth-In-Lending law went into effect 
Tuesday. What has puzzled me during the last few 
weeks is the statements in the daily papers quoting 
some of these credit folks. They say this law will 
make credit harder to get. I don’t understand this, 
Sure it will be a lot more work on the lender, but, if 
us consumers are still willing to pay the same 
charges we paid last month, they are surely willing 
to make whatever profit they have figured into their 
prices and interest rates. As far as being legal, it will 
be just as legal now as it was last month to charge 
us ] 1/2% a month on the unpaid balance even if it does 
“figure out to be 18% a year.

The truck use tax, en- 
acted in 1956, is one source 
of funds to help finance 
Federal participation in the 
Interstate Highway Pro- 
gram. 

The new schedule, pub- 
lished as regulations inthe 
Federal Register of May 
8, is effective July 1. 

The truck use tax is 
$3 per 1000 pounds or frac- 
tion thereof for trucks with 
a taxable gross weight of 
over 26,000 pounds, The 
taxable gross weight is the 
unloaded weight of the truck 
plus the maximum load 
customarily carried, Mr. 
Coppinger explained that 
the tax must be computed 
in accordance with the new 
schedule of taxable gross 
weights prescribed for 
each type of vehicle. 

The revised IRS sche- 
dule contains 21 weight 
categories for single unit 
or straight trucks, tractor 
trailers and truck-trail- 
er combinations, This 
schedule, Mr. Coppinger 
said, recognizes that 
larger trucks are using 
the highways and also that 
some trucks are of sturd- 
fer construction and are 
carrying heavier loads. 

The -taxable gross 
weight of a four-axle single, 
unit truck under the old 
schedule went to 40,000 
pounds, while the weight 
of such a truck goes to 
80,000 pounds under the 
new schedule, Tractor- 
trailer combinations go as 
high as 74,000 pounds in 
taxable gross weight and 
as high as 76,000 ontruck- 
trailer combinations, 

Also included in the new 
schedule are categories of 
all three types of vehicles 
with five axles or more 
not previously listed in the 
schedule. These categor- 
ies have formulas to de- 
termine taxable gross 
weight no matter how heavy 
the trucks, 

The regular period for 
the highway use tax runs 
from July 1 through June 
30 of the following year, 
The truck tax return Form 
2290 for a truck first put 
into use during any month 
must be filed with the IRS 
at the Internal Revenue 
Ser rice Center, 4800 Bu- 
ford Highway, Chamblee, 
Georgia 30006 by the end 
of the following month, 

Owners of trucks in use 
on public highways on July 
1 when the new schedule Is 
put into effect, or put into 
use during July, have to

“Each House shall be

The framers of that 
great document could not 
have written in clearer 
terms to define a power 
of the Legislative Branch 
of Government, Neverthe- 
less, tonine Supreme Court 
judges, busily engaged in 
writing their own version 
of the Constitution, Article 
I, Section 5 has little mean- 
ing. 

So it is that Adam Clay- 
ton Powell, convicted 
criminal and _ erstwhile 
Congressman, has receiy- 
ed judicial blessings in 
Earl Warren’s last de- 
fiant gesture at Constitu- 
tional government, 

In deciding that the 
House of Representatives 
was in error in denying 
Powell his seat in the 90th 
Congress, the Supreme 
Court completely usurped 
jurisdiction over the quali- 
fications of members of 
the House, in clear vio- 
lation of the Constitution, 

Reaction among Con- 
gressional liberals who 
have promoted the supre- 
macy of the Supreme Court 
as a new order in the 
country, has been curiously 
mixed, The fact that Powell 
is one of them, eventhough 
an embarrassment most of 
the time, has compelled 
some liberals to support 
the Court’s action, Others 
have demonstrated enough 
competence to see the dan- 
gers involved, 

If the separation of 
powers guarantee is re- 
voked by the illegal and 
perverted power grab of the 
Judicial Branch, the Con- 
stitution will be stripped of 
its significance and de- 
stroyed, 

The issue involved in 
the Court’s decision is not 
whether the Harlem - 
Bimini Island Congress- 
man should or should not 
have been refused his seat 
by the House, although the 
decision toexclude him was 
certainly right and just, 
The issue is one of grave 
importance -- did the Court 
have any power to even 
consider the matter in the 
first place? The Constitu- 
tion clearly and emphati- 
ally says that it did not. 

I shall not be a party 
to giving Powell one cent 
in back pay or one more 
day of seniority, and I ser- 
iously doubt that the House 
will accommodate Powell 
and the Court either. In 
the interest of the survival 
of Constitutional govern- 
ment, the Legislative 
Branch must not yield an 
inch in the matter, 


TAX BENEFITS 
NEEDED FOR AMERICAN 
SERVICEMEN IN KOREA 

Communist rockets 
fired in and around Korea 
are just as deadly as those 
fired in Vietnam, but in 
spite of hostilities for sev- 
eral years and two recent 
glaring incidents, our tax 
laws do not regard: service 
in Korea as combat duty 
for the purpose of benefits, 

I feel that our young 
men facing danger from 
hostile action in Korea 
should be accorded the 
same benefits as thosenow 
serving in Vietnam. 

To correct the inequity 
in our tax laws, I have 
introduced H, R, 12378 
which would amend the In- 
ternal Revenue Code of 1954 
to provide the same tax

The seizure by North 
Korea of the U,S,S, Pueblo 
in January 1968, and the

tor in losing weight, physical ac 
tivity was later accorded less 
importance, It was realized that 
considerable effort was required to 
shed even one pound of extra 
tissue, Would-be reducers found 
comfort in some expert opinion 
that calories expended through 
exercise would be immediately re 
placed, due to an automatic in 
crease in appetite. 

Fortunately for fitness as well 
as for fatness, exercise has been 
restored to grace and enjoys re 
spectability, Exercise helps expend 
calories; within the usual range of 
activity, it need not stimulate ap- 
petite excessively, The energy out- 
put required to offset a pound of 
fat is approximately 3,500 calo 
ries, but the weight need not be 
lost all at once. 

Instead of the exhausting, 
often impossible, 36-mile hike 
within a span of hours, a walk 
of just one extra mile a day for 36 
days will get rid of that extra 


pound, Weight gain usually is rel 
atively slow, and the extra mile 


will—for most of us- help keep 
our weight down to a reasonable 
figure 

Exercise also furthers physi- 
cal, mental, psychological, and 
social fitness, It provides an outlet 


for emotional tensions, promotes 
self-confidence, wholesome social 
activity, and good sportsmanship 
It enhances the sense of general 
well-being that enables us to con- 
front and master a reducing regi- 


men, 
To be effective for both 
weight reduction and for general 
physical conditioning, exercise 
must be a regular part of your 
way of life, and not something 
that is overdone spasmodically. 


So, if you want to lose ten 
pounds in the next year, just ar- 
range to walk that extra mile 
today.

Government Spending 
Can Crush Us 


URING the 144-year period 
from 1789 to 1933, the gov- 
— ernment of the 
United States 
spent $114 
billion. 

During the 
twelve years of 
Ma F.D.R. our gov- 
mernment spent 

$374 billion. 

During the 
eight Truman 
years it spent 
$395 billion. 

During the 
eight Eisenhow- 
er yearsthe 
total was $577 billion. 

During the eight years of Ken- 
nedy and Johnson, spending to- 
taled $945 billion. 

The current Federal budget 
calls for spending $955 for every 
man, woman and child in our 
country. If you have a family of 
five, your share is $4,775. Now 
add your part of state and mu- 
nicipal spending and your share 
will be over $8,000. 

That’s a lot of money for every 
American family to have to pay 
before they have anything for 
themselves, Let’s realize that we 
individual! people pay it. And the 
only way we can reduce the 
amount is to curb the spending 
of our various units of govern- 
ment, 

Only when we recognize the 
futility of welfare state spend- 
ing will we be ready to start 
voting for candidates who oppose 
it. In this connection, a 31-month 
experiment in upstate New York 
has come to our attention. 

The conclusion reached was 
that 50 problem families under 
intensive care by highly trained 
welfare workers made no more 
progress toward solving their 
problems than 50 other families 
who were given only routine 
case-work attention. 

One of the comments stated 
that the more often these trained 
case workers visited the family, 
the less progress it showed. 

This is not surprising to 
trained observers of the mental 
and moral effect on a problem 
family by too much welfare at- 
tention. 

These families need to develop 
independence and self-reliance 
by using their own faculties. The 
more they are trained to sit and 
wait for someone else to solve 
their problems, the less capable 
they will be of doing so them- 
selves, 

To deprive anyone who has 
any capacity at all from develop- 
ing his own powers by exercising 
them, is one of the greatest in- 
juries that can be imposed on 
any human being.

Chairman Wiley Pound- 
stone of the Alabama Con- 
servation Advisory Board 
announced the 1969 - 70 
hunting season at the 
Board s semi - annual 
meeting Friday, June 27, 
at Gulf Shores. 

The deer season will 
run from Nov, 7 to Jan, 
12 except in five southwest 
Alabama counties. In Bald- 
win, Mobile, Monroe, 
Clarke and Washington, the 
season will end on Jan. 5, 
This reduction of one week 
in season is to protect 
game during periods of high 
water when they would be 
especially vulnerable to 
hunters. 

The fall turkey season 
will be Nov. 7 to Jan. 12, 
Bag limit on turkeys is 
five for the combined fall 
and spring season, The bag 
limit on deer is one buck 
a day, The spring turkey 
hunting season is from 
March 20 through April 
25. 

Alabama’s split 70-day 
dove hunting season wil] 
run from Sept, 22 to Nov,
